“JT will give full support of the 
governor's office to all banks 
and farm lending agencies in 
the development of a long 
term, flexible loan program to 
cover the needs of our far- 
mers,” he added. 

“T will use every power a- 
vailable, as governor, to aid and 
assist our senators and con- 
gressmen to obtain a just share 
of cotton acreage for Alabama 
farmers,’ he commented, add- 
ing that new industries must 
be established in every rural 
community to provide extra 
employment and more pocket 
dollars for our farm people. 

“Expanding research will pro- 
mote the development of new 
cash crops and improved live- 
stock and poultry, including 
more efficient methods of farm 
production for greater profit. 
More markets for Alabama 


products will be developed in . 


cooperation with agricultural 
agencies in a nation - wide ad- 
vertising and marketing pro- 
ram, which will mean more 
pocket dollars for our Far- 
mers,” Faulkner declared. 

Faulkner also promised to 
improve the educational stan- 
dard in Alabama, thereby mak- 
ing it possible for other hund- 
reds of persons to gain more 
pocket dollars. 

“T pledge my full support to 
a definite program that will 
give our boys and girls greater 
opportunities to receive -edu- 
cation for all Alabama schools 
and colleges, and Auburn will 
be the very first,’ he pledged.

CUT IN GUARD 
STRENGTH HiT 
BY LEGION HERE 


A resolution was adopted at 
a recent meeting of Culver 
Post, No. 42, American Legion, 
addressed to the Alabama Gele- 
gation in Congress, to the Se- 
cretary of Defense and the 
President of the United States, 
urging that the National 
Guard be retained at its pre- 
sent strength or strengthened. 

The resolution recites that 
the National Guard of the 
United States “has been an in- 
tegral part of the defense me- 
chanism”, has played an im- 
portant part in World Wars I 
and II and the Korean Conflict 
and now maintains site instal- 
lations “which fit into the oy- 
erall defense of our country,” 
but continues that ‘‘it has 
come to our attention via 
newspaper, television, radio, 
and other means of communi- 
cation that the Defense De- 
partment contemplates reduc- 
ing the strength and overall 
effectiveness.” 

The resolution directed the 
Post Adjutant to send a copy 
to members of the Alabama de- 
legation in Congress, the Se- 
cretary of Defense, Secretary 
of the Army, Secretary of the 
Air Force, and to President Ei- 
senhower.

equal basis.”

High Street, Montgomery. 

According to Martin, appli- 
cation blanks should be filled 
out in triplicate and signed 
by the Jandowner or his auth- 
orized agent. The white and 
yellow copies should be mailed 
to the state forester. The ap- 
plicant may return the biue 
copy as a record of the order.

Specialist with the API Exten- 
sion Service. 


Healthy Herd Key 
To Dairy Success

table dairy production is de- 
pendent upon a healthy herd. 

“Yet,. despite great strides 
that have been made in con- 
trol methods, disease organ- 
isms continue to cut product- 
ion and profits in many dairy 
herds,” reports Extension 
Dairyman John Parrish. 

“The most insidious thieves, 
those that cause the largest 
losses, are chronic diseases 
which slip in unnoticed and 
slowly eat away a cow’s ability 
to produce efficiently. 


FARM HOUSING 
LOAN PROGRAM 
1S MADE EASIER 


An expanded farm housing 
loan program designed to speeu 
up farm building construction 
and improvement as well as 
act as an additional antireces- 
sion measure was announced 
today by James 5, Pridgen, 
Farmers Home Administration 
County Supervisor. 

Now an owner of a farm in 
agricultural production and on 
which the operator plans to 
produce at least $400 worth ol 
farm commodities for sale or 
home use may qualify for the 
4 per cent long-term housing 
loan provided that he meets 
other standard eligibility re- 
quirements, 

Formerly, an eligible appli- 
cant had to own a tarm that 
produced a more substantial 
part of the operator’s annual 
cash income. 

Borrowers may use loan 
funds to build, improve, or re- 
pair farm houses or other es- 
sential farm buildings, and to 
provide water for farmstead 
and household use, Mr. Pridgen 
said that in addition to finan- 
cing major construction, the 
loan funds can help meet other 
needs tor farm and farm home 
modernizing such as adding 
bathrooms, utility rooms, bet- 
ter kitchens, and many other 
improvements to the home as 
well as to farm service build- 
ings. While tenants and farm 
laborers are not eligible, the 
owner may borrow to do con- 
struction work or make  im- 
provements for them. 

The loans are made to farm 
owners who need credit to fin- 
ance building improvements or 
repairs, but find that adequate 
credit is not available through 
banks or other regular chan- 
nels. The interest rate is 4 per 
cent and loans may be amorti- 
zed over periods up to 33 years.
